Dear Sir, 

In reply to Mr. Robertson's letter of December 7, 1954, which 
appeared in your December 9 issue, I would like to point out several important 
features of the situation, which he evidently failed to see or chose to overlook. 
For the benefit of the readers I will quote the first paragraph of the letter in 
question . 

"At a recent meeting of the Men's Athletic Association it was 
stated that the men's basketball team would no longer be admitted to the dances 
following the home games free of charge. From what I can ascertain, it has been 
the custom in past years to extend this privilege to members of the team. What 
have we done this year to have it taken away from us? We don't begrudge the 
Dance Committee the twenty-five cents for admission, but I doubt if the actual 
dollar or two they make will influence the success or failure of the dance." 

Since Mr Robertson gives no valid reasons, other than the fact that 
it is an established precedent for allowing the basketball team into the dance free : 
I must assume that he is labouring under the illusion, that the Saturday night 
basketball games enhance both morally and financially the Saturday night dances 
Since this is not the case it would seem we find someone up the proverbial creek 
without the proverbial paddle 

It was decided by the Dance Committee and voted by them, that the 
Macdonald College basketball team would not be allowed into dances free, not 
because they did something wrong, but rather since this privilege was not warr- 
anted by them, it could not be granted, unless we were in a position to allow 
everybody into the dances free of charge. The Dance Committee did feel, like 
any other organization in the College, that visitors to the campus should receive 
special attention and certainly not be charged admission to a dance, of this nature 

The sooner the students of this College realize that the handling of 
Students' Council money, whether it be in the form of ticket sales at a Saturday 
night dance or refurnishing the Coffee Shop, is a trust, and not a gift to be 
bestowed on basketball teams.the better off we will be. 

As long as the present financing system is in effect, which entails 
submitting all proceeds from any form of activity where an admission price is 
charged, the Dance Committee will have to live up to their obligations and treat 
everyone as equal, and not think of ourselves, as Mr. Robertson points out.

ARTIFICIAL ICE RINK AT MACDONALD 



On numerous occasions I have had students approach me regard- 
ing the progress on the proposed artificial ice rink, especially since winter has 
come upon us Realizing that all of you are extreme ly interested in this project 
and it ! s final achievement, [ am using this medium to give you a. report on what 
progress has been made 

Considerable time was put into a preliminary investigation of this 
matter by members of the Athletic Advisory Council This involved a study of 
ice making units in use in the Montreal area as installed by various firms , As 
a result it was decided that the most appropriate set-up was an artificial ice 
unit This unit would include pipes inlaid in the ground , the cooling unit, and a 
small building to house this unit The construction of a building with necessary 
seating capacity and changing rooms would come in time, but the ice was the 
first consideration 

Following this assumption, estimates were secured from three 
different firms on the cost of the unit Considerable difficulty arose in that 
the origins" estimates submitted were not complete in every detail When the 
final and complete estimates reached the Advisory Council the amount was 
astounding The equipment plus the necessary maintenance provisions nr ared 
the hundred thousand dollar f$J00 000 > figure This figure was immediately 
placed in the hands of the McGill Superintendent of Buildings and Grounds for 
investigation and revision, as it was entirely out of line with previous ideas 
on the cost of the project . The most disturbing part of the cost was the 
estimate for annual upkeep, which was in the neighbourhood of $7 000 per 
annum. None of us arc satisfied that the cost figure cannot be reduced and are 
awaiting receipt of the re^ ised estimate However if the revision does not 
show any marked decrease the project is doomed for the present at least 

The question of location has also arisen during your inquiries 
to which I assure you full consideration will be given at a time when the 
necessary funds for the project are realized Your continued high interest 
and support will undoubtedly encourage those who have this matter in hand 
to pursue their efforts to a happy conclusion

Roast turkey for dinner on Christmas Day is expected as a sure treat in 
many homes . When planning the festive meal we think of all the family and guests 
having real enjoyment eating some of all the good things served and twice as 
much of the main course - turkey and all the trimmings - according to mother's 

choice . 

Turkeys are now offered in varying sizes - small, medium and large, or 
in half -carcasses for roasting in the oven. Other forms of cooking, such as the 
broiled, fried or barbecued meat, where small-sized or cut-up stock is used, are 
also a delightful treat. The roasted turkey is the expected Christmas or New 

Year dinner . 

How to Buy : one -half pound ready-to-cook or drawn weight per serving, not per 
person. With second helpings the average per person would be about three- 
quarters of a pound. 

How to prepare for the oven: wash the carcass and place the dressing in the 
cavity by using a large spoon; do not pack, but leave loose. Shake the carcass to 
settle the dressing. Close the abdominal section by using small scewers on 
which is laced a light white string. Tie the legs to the tail and secure the neck

Gravy A smooth flavourful gravy is an integral part of the dinner . Blend 
thTflour and water (or giblet or vegetable cooking water) together and cook 
until thick and smooth, stirring constantly. Drain off unneeded fat from the 
roasting pan, stir the flour mixture into drippings m the pan, adjust the 
seasoning, cock and stir to get the flavourful brown particles mixed into the 
gravy. 

Ho w to carve: The method used differs slightly depending on whether the 
carving is done at the table or in the kitchen. When being carved in the 
kitchen the carcass can be handled on the side after the leg and wing are 
removed. In this case, slice the breast meat from the shoulder back over 
the breast, whereas with the carcass standing breast up on the platter at the 
table the slicing is forward and down towards the wing area. The dark meat 
or legs and wings are usually carved first, using a side platter to hold the meat. 
Then proceed by carving the breast or white meat directly to the dinner plate, 
serving dressing and dark meat; the gravy being served after the vegetables.

What do you think of when the word Christmas is mentioned? .... 
Presents ti . • Money? , . Holidays ? In days long past the word was one used 
reverently and unselfishly, with thought only for its true, humble meaning, Are 
we losing the true meaning of this season of the Christmas-child?

It seems 
to me that this could solve many problems . This is the season of anxiety about 
whether the allowance will hold out until the twenty-second or not, isn't it? 
Why try to keep up with the Joneses just because they gave you an expensive 
gift last year? There is no real need for Christmas to be the most expensive 
time of the year 

I have heard my parents speak of the fun the whole family used to 
have trimming a glistening fir tree with strings of colored popped corn and 
shining tallow candles. But now of course we must have the best glass orna- 
ments and fancy electric lights possible because the people next door just 
bought the newest in ornaments for their tree. Must this be solely a season of 
competition? I wonder what future Christmas trees will be like? Probably a 
stiffly branched piece of colored plastic without life or reality to remind us 
of the season . 

The city folds us in an atmosphere of fluffy, sparkly decoration 
which makes us think of a fairy tale . Why go into a church? Isn't the organ 
and choir at Morgan's just as nice to listen to? At any other time of the year 
we would probably hear the scratching record and the occasional mechanical 
squeak of the organist The decoration is based on the "visions of sugar plums" 
routine and does nothing to make us remember Christmas as it should be. It 
tends to put us in a world of unreality where we are busy with tinsil, ribbon 
and tissue paper 

Visiting used to be a pleasant Christmas Eve pastime. Families 
visited families to exchange -Blessings of the Season" and to enjoy singing 
Christmas Carols together. Today one scarcely enters the door before he is 
asked, "Whafll it be, Rye or Scotch?" There are many people to be sure, 
who celebrate Christmas with true and joyful meaning but what I really want 
to know is WHY CAN'T WE ALL? 

Everywhere you look in Canada at this time of the year you see 
Santa Claus Many of our New Canadians are puzzled and worried at this . In 
the Old Country gifts are mainly for the children's enjoyment, on a day kept 
solely for that purpose Christmas day is always sacredly observed On 
their day for gift giving they have St Nicholas but he does not intrude where 



worship is concerned. 

One woman I know /as horrified when her little boy got Jesus and Santa 
Claus mixed up They were just coming off a department store escalator as 
"Santa Claus" passed by and kindly patted the boy's head - "I'm blessed," the 
little fellow cried in ecstacy, "I'll never wash my hair again, he blessed me !" 
He had transferred his holy admiration for Jesus to this nice, jolly man and 
his parents had a fight to bring the true meaning back to their little boy. Are we 
getting Jesus and Santa Claus mixed up? 

What interpretation of Christmas will we hand down to future generations? 
Will our children reach for their Christmas from a modern-day assembly line or 
will they learn that the true meaning of Christmas is in their own hearts ? If they 
are to learn, we must teach them.

McGILL OF SIXTY YEARS AGO 
By Don Allen 
Third of Three Articles 

Grandfather's time may have been the "good old days"to some, It seems 
rather improbable that McGill professors of the era so considered it, for every 
lecture had to be given twice The University Calendar for the Session 1894- 
1895, in publishing lecture timetables , records that the Monday noon lecture in 
McGill's one course in Botany had already been given at 11 o'clock for 
"Donaldas" only, the women students of Grandmother's day. Separate classes 
were the rule, under provisions of a bequest of the late Sir Donald A. Smith 
which ten years earlier had made possible higher education for women at McGill. 
But that was hardly all that was different about the McGill of 1894. 

Banknotes were bigger and money went farther, for one thing. Four 
hundred dollars paid ail official expenses along the route from matriculation 
to a medical degree . For tuition, workshop, library and other fees the 
Engineer paid $102 per year Sessional fees were $37 in Arts and $38 in Law, 
Partial students paid eight dollars for one course of lectures including use of 
the Library; four dollars per session for each additional course. There were 
no fees for the support oi Student Government, and a glance through the old 
University Calendar makes the reason for the apparent oversight startlingly 
plain: 



There was no form of student government at McGill in 1895. 



RESTRICTED ACTIVITY 

For all practical purposes, there was no extracurricular campus life. 
The Graduates' Society and a "University Literary Society" functioned, but were 
not primarily concerned with student affairs. An "Undergraduates' Literary 
Society", Constituted 1880, is listed among "University Societies". A McGill 
College Y.M.CA. boasted a lengthy list of executive members, both graduates 
and students, and apparently operated a boarding house of its own. (There were 
no McGill residences before the completion of the RVC in 1899.) A McGill 
Y.W.C.A. , open to Donalda course women, functioned as well. There was a 
College Classical Club and a McGill University Athletic Association, apparently 
student- run There were "Foot- Ball" and hockey clubs operating in affiliation 
with the Athletic Association. Tennis and cricket clubs are mentioned as well. 
But there was no Union No reference is recorded of dramatics or debating or 
choral work To all appearances, the half dozen "societies" were, the sum total 
of extracurricular life at McGill And each of those was responsible to an 
official Committee on which students were well outnumbered by staff. 

Registration, including partial students, was at about one -sixth the 
present level, totalling 1,111. Artsmen and 115 Donaldas accounted for the 
largest single group, with 352, only 60% of whom were working towards a degree. 
Medical students numbered 350, Engineers 183, Teache rs -in-training 136, and 
Law undergraduates 38 The old Veterinary Science faculty, with its three-year 
doctrate's course, accounted for an additional 53 

SOMEWHAT COSMOPOLITAN 
Little is recorded concerning boarding houses, but it may reasonably 
be assumed that they were a local point of after-lecture hours . The campus was 
somewhat less cosmopolitan, but all seven of Canada's provinces and the United 
States, the West Indies and Great Britain were represented on registration rolls. 
Also included were such dated entries as "Lethbridge, N.W.T." Since there was 
no official Women's Residence, Donaldas "not resident in Montreal, proposing to 
attend the classes, and desiring to have information as to suitable lodgings" were 
directed "to intimate their wishes in this respect to the Registrar" at least two 
weeks in advance . 

Examination regulations were stiff "Failure in two or more subjects 
at the Sessional Examinations of the first two years, or of ONE subject in the 
third year", candidates were warned, "involves the loss of the Session". Under 
certain conditions, supplemental were granted. At any rate, smaller classes 
made for waiting periods that were less long: nine days after the exam, degrees 
had been awarded at an April 30 Convocation in 1894, the Calendar records 

ATTENDANCE HAZARDS 
Even "cutting classes" involved considerably greater hazards in 
Grandfather's day. For: "A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor, in which 
the presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted", regulations state. 
The professor was required to call the roll at the beginning of every lecture 
The Class-book was submitted to Faculty Meetings from time to time Proof of 
necessity of absence could be demanded "The number of times of absence that 
shall disqualify for the keeping of a session" was to be determined by Faculty in 
each case .

CHRISTMAS BEHIND THE DYKES. 

Irving Berlin must have written his famous "I'm Dreaming of a White 
Christmas" in Holland. White Christmas is one of the main topics of conversation 
at this time of the year c However snow or not, on Christmas day the presents 
are lying under the tree waiting to be opened. In contrast with St. Nicholas Day, 
Christmas is a religious holy day. The excitement of presents being given and 
received is thoroughly exploited on the 5th of December. All children, and some 
grown-ups too, stand trembling in front of the mighty Saint Nicholas. 

In Holland we celebrate two Christmas days The first day is spent 
among your own family, the second day relatives and friends will come for dinner. 
Those people with a well filled purse go to one of the fashionable restaurants in 
Amsterdam or The Hague where they have dinner and dance till early in the morning. 

Christmas dinner is not built around the turkey like in Canada. A 
typical Dutch Christmas dinner may consist of a rich vegetable soup with a lot 
of parsley and carrots, followed by broiled rabbit or goose. Goose is an expensive 
delicacy. Most people in the country have a few rabbits, which are given an extra 
portion of potatoes to fatten them for the big day. With this comes the inevitable 
applesauce, hot boiled potatoes served with spicy rich gravy. A pudding of custard 
with some fruit sauce makes a good dessert. Coffee is seldom served, but the 
family and friends sit around the tree afterwards and drink tea. Around eight 
o'clock the presents are opened and like many Canadians the Dutch will sing: 
"Silent Night, Holy Night."
